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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of Union: 


As required by law I submit the following report of 
the schools of Union: 


This report is written for the citizens, parents, 
teachers and pupils of Union. Endeavor is made to 
give school facts that are of interest today and that 
should be a matter of record. 

The grade rooms at the New Building were crowd- 
ed the past year, the middle grade room having over 
fifty pupils. Before the opening of the fall term 
several families had moved to town and it was found 
that the middle grade room would have over sixty 
pupils, a larger number than could possibly be ac- 
commodated in one room. It was therefore neces- 
sary to open the remaining grade room. (Since an- 
other teacher had to be hired and the East Union 
school could be accommodated at the New Building, 
it was voted to close this school. ‘This arrangement 
would cost a little less and would be very much to 
the educational advantages of the pupils. 

There are at present 147 grade pupils at the New 
Building; 42 in the Primary Room, 43 in the Third 
and Fourth Grade Room, 37 in the Fifth and Sixth 
Grade Room, and 25 in the Seventh and Highth 
Grade Room. There are in the Primary Room a Sub- 
Primary Group and Grades One and Two. In the 
other rooms there are now but the two grades in a 
room and thus the pupils have one-third more of a 
teacher’s time than they have had in the past two 
years. | 
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When it became necessary to open the extra grade 
room, twenty-seven new desks were needed and as 
there were no funds available for them, old desks 
were taken from the old building. 'These desks are 
not adjustable and are not comfortable for some of 
the pupils who are obliged to use them. It is hoped 
that each year a few desks may be bought like those 
used in the other grade rooms. 

Mrs. Farris who who has taught the Grammar 
School for some years with unusual success, resigned 
at the close of the year, and Mrs. Messer who has 
been teaching so effectively at East Union for several 
years was elected to this position. Mrs. Heath who 
has taught with success in several schools in town 
was elected to the fifth and sixth grade position. 
Miss Hawes and Mrs. Starrett have continued to 
teach in the same rooms as last year. At ‘Stone 
School, Miss Alwilda Ames, a graduate this year of 
Castine Normal School has proven herself such a 
promising teacher that she will probably be ad- 
vancing to a better position the coming year. 

John Leach, who has been janitor at the New 
Building this school year, has been highly satisfact- 
ory. 

Wilbur Abbott has continued to transport’ the 
Round Pond and Nye pupils; Alfred Hawes, those of 
the Hawes school; and Quincy Young, the South 
Union. Roy Gould was secured to transport the 
East Union pupils. All busses are closed and are 
very satisfactory. 

The teaching of music in all schools at the New 
Building has been continued this year. This is made 
possible by the Women’s Club. Because of illness, 
much to the regret of all, Miss Richan was obliged 
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to resign in the middle of the year. Her work was 

continued by Miss Ruth Lawrence of Rockland, who 

resigned at the close of the year. To continue the 

music instruction, Mrs. Marion Marsh Clark of Rock- 

land was secured. Mrs. Clark has had three years ' 

of teaching experience and is gifted for her work. 
Mrs. Clark’s report follows: 


Report of Music Supervisor 


Supt. F. D. Rowe: 
At your request I submit the following report: 


Through the splendid support of the Women’s 
Community Club you are having music taught in 
your school for the second year. Each grade has 
had music instruction twice a week, the Glee Club 
in the High School meeting one period a week and 
another period of chorus singing for the entire school 
once a week. 

To those interested, the work follows in detail: 
Songs are taught entirely by rote in the sub-primary 
and grades one and two. Grade three has started 
to learn to read by syllable, with additional rote song 
work. Grades four, five and six have songs read 
first with syllables, with songs occasionally taught 
by rote. Two part work has just been started in 
grade six. In grades seven and eight practically all 
songs are read first with syllables, two part songs 
being taught in many instances. 

A few new books were necessary at the beginning 
of the school year because of the increased number 
of pupils. These the Womens Club very willinzly 
bought, together with instruments for a _ small 
rythm band. ‘This has been not only a pleasure to 
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the children, but also a means of developing ryth- 
mic sense in the most delightful way. 

We are working now on an operetta to be pre- 
sented by all of the grade pupils in the early part of 
May.

HIGH SCHOOL 


High School under the able and unusual direction 
of Principal Thomas and his faithful assistants has 
continued to be a success. Our school is now the 
largest in the state that has but two full time teach- 
ers and one part time teacher, and there are but two 
schools in the state that are larger and have three 
full time teachers. There are in the state 24 high 
schools which have three full time teachers and the 
average number of students for these schools is 69. 


REPAIRS 


The New Building hag been painted two coats and 
some painting has been done inside. The Stone 
building has also been painted two coats. During 
the extremely cold weather of the latter part of last 
winter several radiators and one of the’ bubblers 
froze and burst. 'The water system has also had to 
be repaired. 

I feel that we have every reason to be proud of 
these girls and boys of Union and that they are wor- 
thy of real sacrifice on. the part of the citizens.  Al- 
though these young people of today.-are often criti- 
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cized when they seem to have made mistakes, it 
must be remembered that these girls and boys are 
having a hundred problems to meet where those in 
the past generation have had one, Never did young 
people so need help and training to go out into life, 
for never before has there been in the world such 
competition and struggle. While these girls and 
boys cannot be given such advantages as are offered 
in the schools of larger towns, every effort can be 
made, however, to help and encourage these prom- 
ising future citizens of Union that they may better 
meet the problems they must face: for each must 
make more than a living, he must make a life, build 
a life of happiness and succegs.
